Alddes then said, '* Gro^-myo^en, go^ 
oxen of Hercules^ hist toilsome trophy of mj dnb^ oxen twice 
sought for, twice won hj me, and ma» this gromidas ox-flelds 
by your long-continned lowing : your pastore-groond shall be 
the noble forum of Bome.^ " Thus he spoke, while his mouth 
and pardied palate were racked with thirst, and na teeming - 
earth supplied him with water. Suddenly he hears some girls 
laughing^ in retirement, at a distance^ where a grove had 
grown into a forest with shady circuity caniaimng the secret 
shrine of the feminine goddess,' and the springs used in sacri* 
fices, and the rites profaned with impunity by none. Purple fil- 
lets covered the retired abodes ; the timewom shrine glowed^ 
with burning incense ; the poplar, too^ ornamented the temple-^ 
with its masses of foliage, and many a shady bower shdtered fli^ 
birds as they sang.
